Two British

A rising crescendo of sea 
air activity over the approaches to 
India yesterday emphasized the 
growing threat of Japanese inva- 
sion, with two British heavy cruls- 
ers blasted to the bottom of the 
Indian Ocean and a Japanese air-

The loss of the heavy cruisers 
Dorsetshire and Cornwall left the 
Ganges basin undefended at sea 
save for light forces, according to 
well-informed London observers. 

But the Allies struck right back 
with their attack on the Jap car- 
rier and the destruction of at least 
10 Japanese planes and _  »per- 
haps 16. 

“Near Misses” on Carrier. 

The Japs had bombed the Cey- 
lon naval base of Trincomalee 
yesterday morning, and’ several 
Allied merchant ships had been 
destroyed by combined naval and 
air attacks in the Indian Ocean, 
according to other British commu- 
niques, thus making ominously 
apparent the scope and. strength 
of the Japanese thrust the 
sav of Bengal. 

The-invaders, apparently based 
on the carrier sought out by the 
Allied forces, damaged harbor and 
airdrome facilities at Trincomalee 
and “there were. a few casualties 
amongst the dockyard civil and 
naval personnel,” a British com- 
munique said.

The final Battle of Bataan appear- 
ed likely today to be recorded as 
numerically the heaviest reversal 
ever suffered by an American 
force in a single engagement with 
a foreign foe. 

Qualified military historians 
said no American force as large 
as the 36,853 effectives last report- 
ed to be still fighting the Japa- 
nese had been destroyed in a Sin- 
gle battle of any of the nation’s 
foreign wars beginning with the 
American Revolution. 

Losses of General John J. Per- 
shing’s victorious American Expe- 
ditionary Force were heavier in 
killed and wounded in the final 
1918 Meuse-Argonne offensive but 
this was a campaign extended 
over some four months. Heavier 
losses also were suffered in the 
Civil War, but not against a for- 
eign foe. 

The Philippine area overrun by 
the Japanese also represents vir- 
tually the only major territory 
wrested from the United States in

If this is true, it gives substance to the 
rumors that the presence of General Marshall, 
American Army chief of staff, and Harry Hop- 
kins, supply chief, in London, presages an 
invasion of the European continent by British 
and American forces. Perhaps the wave of 
sabotage is the beginning phase of whatever 
campaign plan has been worked out. 

If an extensive “second front” campaign is 
really coming soon in western Europe, it gives 
hope that the final crushing of Hitler and his 
Nazi horror may come this year. For, surely, 
the American and British leaders would not 
countenance any invasion plan unless they 
were strong enough, in man and material, to 
fee] confident of success. Any weak attempt 
would but invite new disaster, be only the 
prelude to a second Dunkirk. 

Looking at the picture as a whole in the 
European field of conflict, as spring draws 
near, there are grounds for optimism on our 
‘part. We know that tremendous amounts of 
military materiel have reached Russia from 
Britain and from America during the winter. 
Stalin has called up new millions of Russian 
fighting men. The Germans have suffered

FARM LABOR PROBLEMS 
(From The Albany Herald.) 


Farms cannot produce crops without labor. 
Grass will grow luxuriantly without plowing and 
planting, but the crops on which men are de- 
pendent will not. Farm groups say there is” a 
minimum below which farm labor cannot fall 
without disaster. 

Farms are coming into their busy season. They 
need manpower, as do industry and the military 
services. 

Opinions differ sharply, 
cultural experts, on whether 
labor actually exists at the present time. The 
Savannah News says no one disputes, of course, 
that an appreciable migration of men away from 
the farms has occurred in the last year and a 
half. One estimate is that 85 per cent of those 
leaving have gone into war industries, only 15 
per cent into the armed forces, but the latter per- 
centages will undoubtedly rise. Nevertheless, it 
is claimed that so large a surplus of farm labor—~— 
at least of potential farm labor—obtains in most 
parts of the United States that the supply will 
be adequate for some time. Farmers say that if 
they have to ee with the present high in- 
dustrial wage rates, they will go bankrupt.

And before 
the permit is granted, they will be required to prove their fitness 
to become parents—to prove themselves mentally sound, free of 
hereditary disease, and possessed of the knowledge necessary te 
train a child properly and the ability to provide for it. 

For persons without these qualifications to bring a child 
the world would be—and should be—a crime. What right has 
anybody to have a child for other people to support? And what 
right have people to bring a child into the world if their ignorance 
or ineptitude or lack of character will doom it to unfitness and 
failure? 

Parenthood is commonly considered none of the public’s busi- 
ness, and so it would be if it harmed the public in no way. Buta 
diseased, feeble-minded or wrongly trained child is doomed to 
become a public charge or burden or nuisance, and people have the 
natural right to protect themselves from such imposition. 

All normal and decent people would bring up their children 
properly if they knew how. And though Solomon himself couldn't 
tell them all the necessary rules, since each child requires a dif- 
ferent set, there are a few simple and elemental rules, and these 
the most important, that apply to all children. 

Children learn chiefly by absorption, and their education begins 
the day of their birth. They get impressions every hour, and thus 
learn something every hour. They begin forming habits with their 
first breath. And they inevitably learn the wrong way if they 
aren't taught the right way—which means the wrong lessons must 
be unlearned before right ones can be learned. 

Children absorb their environment, as surely as butter absorbs 
odors, and parents can shape a child as they will by shaping the 
environment. Quarrel and whine and squall and the child will do 
the same. It knows only what it sees and hears, and parents are 
its models,

In conclusion I would 
state that the Commissioner of 
Agriculture is not a member of 
the State M*’k Control Board, 
and has no legal connection 
whatever with the State Milk 
Control Board 

The Commissioner of Agricul- 
ture has no voice whatever in 
the fixing of prices on milk, but 
is bound by the action of the 
St.te Milk Control Board. 

The only right that the Com. 
missioner of Agriculture has 
ever exercised in this connection 
was to insist that producers who 
ship to plants should be paid not 
less than fifty per cent of the 
price of standard fluid milk to 
the ultimate consumer. The only 
reason that the Commissioner of 
Agriculture could do this was 
because the law plainly states 
that this shall be done. 

It is impossible for any mu- 
nicipal milk control to protect 
the people against the use of 
low grade milk from. other 
states. This can only be done 
by the State Department of 
Agriculture. 

The only real purpose of hav- 
milk pasteurized is to 
destroy the independent dairy- 
man as such, and force him to 
sell his milk to the plants at the 
wholesale price or go out of 
business. 

Once a law was passed lim- 
iting the sale of milk to pasteur- 
ized milk a few big plants would 
have a monopoly on the milk 
business in Atlanta. Under that 
condition the big plants would 
buy the milk where it could be 
obtained cheaper. With large 
supplies of low grade milk in 
Tennessee, Kentucky and other 
near-by states, it would natu- 
rally follow that this low grade 
milk would be purchased, run 
through pasteurization plants in 
Atlanta, and sold to the school 
children and general public, 
would be none the wiser.

( ‘olf Club Production Is Halted 


WASHINGTON, April 9.—(4)—Golf clubs became war cas- 
ualties today under a War Production Board order halting their 
production on May 31 and curtailing output up-to that date. 

The order forbids the use of tron and steel and all other 
critical metals, as well as plastics and cork, in the manufacturing 
of clubs after May 31. 

By an earlier decree golf ball production halted on April 1. 

“Since golf clubs cannot be made without metal, and golf 
balls cannot be made without rubber, the WPB orders mean that 
the manufacturers of such equipment have been drafted for the 
duration,” the WPB succinctly told links enthusiasts, estimated 
at over 2,000,000. 

However, the order will not affect the stock of clubs available 
this summer, because the season's production, which is at its 
peak from October to February, has almost been completed. 

“Likewise, the supply of golf balls is adequate,” the board 
said. Balls could be made from reclaimed rubber up to April 1, 
but generally these were found unsatisfactory. 

The use of plastics. cork, and critical metals other than tron 
and steel in manufacture of golf clubs was prohibited, effective 
at once. The prohibition on iron and steel for such use is effective 
May 31, and until that date producers can use up to 50 per cent 
of their average consumption for an equal number of days 
during 1941. 

The supply of clubs at this moment apparently is the largest 
in the history of the industry, said M. D. Moore, of WPB's con- 
sumers’ durable goods branch. 

The producing season started last September and by its close 
will have brought forth about 3,200,000 clubs for the largest fiscal 
year production on record. 

Supplies are now about 10 to 15 per cent higher than is usual 
at the start of a golfing season, Moore said, Last year sales 


totaled 3,191,000 clubs, also a record.
